Kalmbach sentenced 
to six months in jail 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Herbert 
W. Kalmbach is going to jail for at 
least six months even though he 
pleaded guilty for his part in the 
Watergate scandal and offered to 
help the prosecution 


The sentence Kalmbach received 
Monday from Judge John J. Sirica 
—between 6 months and 18 months 
in prison and a $10,000 fine —may 
indicate that the penalties for the 
men involved in the Watergate 
scandal are becoming harsher.

campaign committee and offering a 
European ambassadorship to a big 
contributor. 


“ I want to say how deeply I am 
embarrassed and how much I regret 
standing 
here 
this 
afternoon,” 
Kalmbach said Monday, his usually 
tanned face pale and lined. Sirica 
gave him two weeks to get his 
personal affairs in order before he 
goes to a federal prison. 


Kalmbach has already testified 
for the prosecution, and a month ago 
implicated 
former 
Commerce 
Secretary Maurice H. Stans in his 
crimes. He said in the spring of 1970, 
Stans gave Kalmbach $1.1 million in 
checks and told him to use them for 
a congressional campaign program. 
Kalmbach also testified that he

Symington —which he never got.

If the downtown district is ever 
going to be rebuilt it will take 
almost the full commitment from 
the merchants in that area, the 
Downtown 
R e vita liz a tio n 
Committee decided Monday night. 
Realizing this, the committee 
passed a motion that would have 
businessmen make a commitment 
to improve the facades of the 
businesses. 
Parking 
space 
consideration would be temporarily 
set aside. 
Also federal 
revenue sharing 
money, totalling some $150,000, 
would 
be 
available 
to 
the 
revitalization of the downtown once 
commitments 
were 
made, 
according to Mayor E C. Stevens. 
The Mayor, who is also chairman 
of the committee, announced the 
formation of another committee to 
get 
merchants 
to 
agree 
upon 
improvements. 
Rennie L. Adam was named 
temporary chairman of the new 
committee. Other members include 
Norma Jean Woodard, Charlotte 
Benton, Bob Lewis, Earl Calvert 
and the Mayor. 
City 
Attorney 
Alan Davidson 
presented 
to the 
Revitalization 
Committee a five-part agreement 
outline that the new committee 


might use in seeking commitments 
from downtown merchants. 
Davison's first proposal is that 
any aflfcement would specifically 
outline any areas that would be 
considered 
for 
downtown 
development. The signer of the 
agreement would know all terms 
and conditions of the agreement 
The signer would also understand 
the intents and purposes of the 
agreement and how it will be 
carried out. 


Davidson’s second proposal would 
bind the City in the agreement. 
Each 
businessman or 
property 
owner would be bound by a specific 
description of what he will do to live 
up to his part of the general 
revitalization. 
This description will be put on an 
appendix page referring to his 
property or building. The appendix 
will state what he plans to do and 
when. 


The third part of Davidson’s 
agreement outline concerns the 
individual signer. There are three 
areas for which each signer will be 
responsible. First, all signers will 
be bound by the agreement. Second, 
what he must do and third, when the 
signer must complete the project. 
When 
the 
improver 
actually 
develops 
a 
specific 
plan, 
two 
questions will be asked: “ Is he 


improving in accordance with the 
agreement?” and “ Will he make his 
timetable?” 
To answer such questions a fourth 
proposal was offered. 
A 
revitalization 
review 
committee would be established and 
be composed of all the signers of the 
agreement. Davidson pointed out 
that the committee might possibly 
have 
as 
ex-officio 
members 
representatives 
from 
the 
City 
Architectural 
Committee, 
the 
Planning 
Commission 
or 
other 
official or unofficial bodies. 
The 
revitalization 
review 
committee would consider business 
lulls in deciding to keep merchants 
to their deadlines. Davidson has 
suggested 
that 
the 
review 
committee 
should 
have 
some 
limited 
power 
in 
granting 
extensions of time. 
The committee would have the 
function of deciding whether or not 
the 
individual 
plans 
and 
improvements 
conform 
to 
the 
purpose and intent and the actual 
language of the agreement. 
With the committee the individual 
businessman is guaranteed that he 
has a future voice in the downtown 
revitalization and can share in the 
control so as to make sure that 
program is progressing as agreed 
upon.

Democrats select McCarthy 


Rebozo reveals he advised 
Nixon to quit 'many times' 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Charles 
“ Bebe” 
Rebozo 
and 
President 
Nixon discussed the possibility of 
the President’s resigning many 
times, and Rebozo always told 
Nixon he would be better off to quit, 
the President’s friend said in a 
magazine 
interview 
released 
Monday. 
But the President continually 
rejected his advice, Rebozo told 
McCall’s magazine. 
Rebozo said Nixon should not have 
made his income tax returns public, 
adding 
that 
Presidential 
press 
secretary 
Ronald 
Ziegler 
had 
favored the move. 
“ Public relations for the White 
House hasn’t been very good,’ 
Rebozo said. “ Ron Ziegler is a nice 
young man, but he doesn’t know 
public relations.” 
But Rebozo had nothing but praise 
for members of Nixon’s family, who 
he said were “ phenomenal” under 
the pressure of Watergate. 


“ In recent conversations” with 
the President, said Rebozo, “ I told 
him that he would be personally 
better off if he were out. 


“ It’s like a fight manager saying, 
‘You better get outta there, they’re 
beating your brains out.’ I told him 
he has to start living a normal life 
again. 


“ I have discussed resignation with 
the President many times. Even 
before the 1972 election I told him, ‘I 
would like to see you get out now.’ 


“ He always said, No, Bebe, we’ll 
go for another term.’ He said he had 
to see it through.” 


Rebozo said H R. Haldeman “ did 
a good job” as Nixon’s chief of staff, 
“ but it would have been much better 
for the President if he’d had a guy at 
his right hand who knew politics. 
Many of these problems could have 
been avoided.” 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Bitterly 
split Assembly Democrats today 
picked liberal Leo McCarthy of San 
Francisco to succeed lame duck Bob 
Moretti as Speaker of the Assembly, 
the second most powerful post in 
state government.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A Senate 
Watergate Committee staff report 
has 
concluded 
that 
abuses 
in 
President Nixon’s 1972 campaign 
“ spanned the entire spectrum of 
corrupt campaign financing.” 
“ Some solicitations were tinged 
with 
extortion 
and 
some 
contributions 
were 
tinged 
with 
bribery,” the report said. Large 
corporations 
engaged 
“ in 
dis­ 
cussions or negotiations related to 
their self-interest, in connection 
with the contributions.” 
The 
report, 
approved 
by 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., 
was sent to the other six committee 
members today for inclusion in their 
final report. A copy of the 41-page 
report was obtained by UPI. 
“ The 
abuses 
uncovered 
in 
connection with the 1972 presidential 
campaign spanned virtually the 
entire 
spectrum 
of 
corrupt 


campaign practices,” the report 
said. 
“ Huge cash contributions— legal 
and illegal—were transported to 
campaign offices in everything from 
plain white envelopes to airline 
flight bags and utilizing corporate- 
funded tickets and even corporate 
jets.” 
“ The resources of corporations 
and government contractors were 
tapped,” the report said. “ Foreign 
nationals, out of the reach of 
scrutiny by American officials, gave 
contributions, or made loans for 
contributions.” 
The report contained a number of 
recommendations for legislation to 
cut campaign financing abuses. 
Included were proposals to limit 
cash contributions, put a ceiling on 
expenditures 
for 
presidential 
campaigns and prohibit large cash 
contributions. 


in the past, “ to hold further talks on 
the strategy of future efforts to 
achieve peace.” 
As in his previous stops in Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia, Syria and Israel, 
Nixon stressed that his mission was 
designed to do whatever he could to 
bring a lasting peace to the troubled 
area. When he left the White House 
eight days ago, the President said he 
was embarking on a “ journey for 
peace.” 
At a state dinner held in his honor 
by Hussein Monday night, Nixon 
said of his peace quest, “ I cannot 
tell where it will end,” but he 
added: “ The important thing is 
that it has begun. You said earlier, 
your majesty, that this is the last 
stop 
“ Let me tell you it is the last stop 
on this trip. But it is only the 
beginning of the journey for peace. ” 
Hussein responded: “ Tell your 
people that you go with the gratitude 
and confidence of the Arab people, 
and the blessing of all mankind.” 
In brief airport speeches today, 
Hussein praised Nixon’s search for 
“ a just, honorable and durable 
peace in this part of the world” and 
Nixon answered that he had found 
“ enormous respect and affection for 
the United States” in his eight-day 
tour. 
“ I can 
say that, while the 
problems ahead are still enormous, 
while the steps we have taken are 
important, this is only the beginning 
of a much longer journey,” Nixon 
said. 
Both Nixon and his wife Pat 
showed the wear and tear of their 
trip. His last round of talks with 
Hussein today started an hour late 
apparently to allow Nixon more 
time to rest. He skipped a planned 
side trip outside Amman although 
the First Lady took in the sights. 
“ He’s beat,” said a presidential 
aide. 
The Azores stop was to provide a 
break in the long trip back to 
Washington. 
Even 
so, 
Nixon 
arranged 
a meeting with new 
Portuguese President Antonio de 
Spinola. Portgual owns the Azores. 
Nixon 
will 
arrive 
back 
in 
Washington to a 
big welcome 
Wednesday afternoon but within a 
week he will back on his big jet 
plane on his way to Moscow for his 
third summit meeting with Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. 
Security 
in Jordan 
was 
the 
heaviest of Nixon’s trip. Jeeps 
armed with machine guns escorted 
his armored 
limousine. Trucks 
carrying soldiers roamed the city. 
Whole areas were blocked off when 
his motorcade drove by, and at least 
twice his limousine took back roads 
to avoid the crowds. 
As in his other Arab stops, Nixon 
was reminded by Hussein of the 
concern 
over 
the 
Palestinian 
problem. This is presumably a 
topic to be discussed further during 
Hussein’s visit to Washington. 
Hussein stressed to the President 
that he wanted U.S. assistance in 
restoring Arab sovereignty over 
Jerusalem, recognition of the rights 
of the Palestinian people and with­ 
drawal of Israeli forces from Arab 
lands. 
“ So long as Israel continues to 
occupy Arab territory,” Hussein 
said, “ there will neither be peace 
nor security in the Middle East. ” 
Hussein 
said 
that 
once 
the 
occupied 
territory 
has 
been 
evacuated 
by 
Israel, 
only 
Palestinians could decide what its 
future should be. About half of 
Jordan’s 3.2 million population are 
Palestinians.

Taxpayers seek end 
to appeals board 


County supervisors who 
appointed the county’s first 
County Assessment Appeals 
Board last October when 
they were faced with an 
unusually 
heavy 
appeals 
schedule don’t favor the 
idea of taking over the work 
again now that it is in other 
hands. 
County Taxpayers Assn. 
executive secretary' Chet 
Knutila called on the board - 
on behalf of the association 
directors - to dissolve the 
appeals board as it was 
likely to cost the county 
taxpayers 
about 
$30,000 
since it went into operation 
last fall. 
As 
the 
association's 
request came a bit late so 
far as making a change in 
the 
1974-75 
fiscal 
year, 
Knutila said the association 
now is asking that the board 
be discontinued as of June 2. 
1975. 
The 
board 
stayed 
in 
operation for another year 
starting June 2 of this year 
when 
the 
supervisors 
decided to make no change 
in hearing procedures. The 
taxpayers’ 
group 
had 
requested discontinuance a 
day late - on June 3 at a 
hearing on the proposed 
county budget. 
The three-member board 
with two alternates began 
hearings 
on 
a 
heavy 
schedule last November and 
won’t wind up until the third 
week 
of 
June, 
or 
thereabouts. 
Board 
members get $100 a day for 
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a full day’s work and $70 
daily for schedules of less 
than four hours a day. 
Osborne Brazelton, Santa 
Barbara attorney, heads the 
board with Mrs. Patricia A. 
Jones, of Goleta Valley, and 
Dennis Dallaston, of Santa 
Maria, also being regular 
members. Alternates are 
Alvin Weingand, Montecito, 
and Harley Craig, Lompoc. 
Knutila called on the 
supervisors to suspend the 
paid board on the grounds 
that the unusually large 
work load caused by appeals 
due to water and sewer 
moratoriums on the South 
Coast will not continue in 
the coming year. 
The appeal cases involved 
have been “ satisfactorily 
resolved,” 
with 
tax 
reductions given most of 
those 
appealing 
on 
the 
grounds that inability to 
develop 
properties 
warranted lower property 
valuations, he said.

Senate okays taxes 
for retirement fund 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
A 
bill 
providing 
a 
multimillion dollar increase 
in taxpayer contributions to 
the legislature’s lucrative 
but 
financially 
troubled 
retirement system has won 
overwhelming 
approval 
from the Senate. 
The measure (SB2094) by 
Sen 
Lou Cusanovieh, R- 
Westlake Village, was sent 
to the Assembly Monday on 
a 
31-2 
vote 
with 
little 
discussion. 
An independent study has 
declared the financing of the 
retirement 
system 
was 
“ mak es hi ft ’ ’ 
and 
“ actualially unsound.” 
The bill would increase 
from 25 per cent of a 
lawmaker’s salary to about 
35 per cent the amount the 
state contributes to the 
retirement fund until the 
year 2002. It also would 
appropriate an extra $3 
million each year for the 
next three years. 
Legislators 
would 


continue 
to 
contribute 
current rates of from 4 per 
cent to 8 per cent of their 
salaries. 
Basically, the plan allows 
lawmakers to retire at two- 
thirds of their top salary at 
any age after 20 years’ 
service, or at decreased 
benefits at age 60 with at 
least four years’ service. 
Besides the 120 legislators, 
the plan covers the governor 
and other statewide officers 
as well as a select handful of 
legislative aides. 
The plan currently is fi­ 
nanced by annual appropria­ 
tions from the legislature, a 
system which was declared 
unsound 
in 
a 
February 
report released by Actuarial 
Systems 
Inc. 
of 
San 
Francisco. The firm warned 
of “ much greater costs” to 
taxpayers in the future if 
were not made.

“ It is of great interest 
that no sightings have been 
reported of adult size life 
preservers or the 13-foot 
Boston 
Whaler 
outboard 
skiff which the Shooting 
Star 
carried,” 
a 
Coast 
Guard spokesman said here 
Monday. 
“ A Boston Whaler will not 
sink,” he said. “ I witnessed 
a 
demonstration 
several 
years ago in which a whaler 
was sawed into four pieces 
and the pieces were thrown 
in the water. They didn’t 
sink.” 
The Shooting Star was last 
heard from just before mid­ 
night Thursday, when it 
radioed a “ mayday” call

Calley, who has spent only 
one night behind bars since 
his conviction on March 29,

military stockade at Ft. 
Leavenworth, 
K a n , 
this 
week to serve out a 10-year 
sentence for the murder of 
22 Vietnamese civilians at 
My Lai He would be eligible 
for parole in six months. 
A three-judge panel of the 
5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals refused Monday to 
change its decision of last 
week 
revoking 
Calley’s 
$1,000 bond It ordered him 
returned to military custody 
for 
t r a n s f e r 
to 
Ft . 
Leavenworth. 


The day after Calley was 
convicted, President Nixon 
ordered him removed from 
the stockade at Ft. Benning, 
Ga. 
Instead, 
he 
was 
confined to his bachelor 
apartment at the post.U.S. 
District Judge J 
Robert 
Elliott of Columbus Ga., 
freed him on bond last 
February. 
Calley’s 
attorney, 
J. 
Houston Gordon, said he 
would probably appeal to 
the Supreme Court. Another 
hearing on a petition to 
allow him to remain out of 
jail pending the appeal is set 
for next 
Monday before 
Elliott. 


A 
5th 
Circuit 
Court 
spokesman 
Monday 
said 
Elliott has received copies 
of all the court opinions and 
that “ it is now up to him to 
sign the order and enforce 
the mandate to put Calley 
back 
in 
control 
of

military.”

AL aces on collision course? 
Cuellar, Perry: unstoppable

Barring injuries, pitchers Gaylord Perry and Mike 
Cuellar seem certain to be teammates on the 
American League team in next month’s All-Star game 
in Pittsburgh. 
Two days later, they could be locked up in one of the 
greatest pitching duels in 62 years. 
The two veterans continued their winning streaks 
Monday night, Perry pitching Cleveland past Chicago, 
4-3, for his 12th win in a row and Cuellar hurling 
Baltimore 
over 
Minnesota, 
1-0, 
for 
his 
ninth 
consecutive triumph. 
The AL record for consecutive wins in one season is 
16, shared by four pitchers, including Washington’s 
Walter Johnson and Boston’s “ Smoky” Joe Wood. 
Johnson and Wood hooked up in a memorable battle on 
Sept. 6 ,1912, with the Red Sox edging the Senators, 10, 
snapping Johnson’s record streak and giving Wood his 
14th win in a row. 
Cleveland and Baltimore don’t meet again until July 
25 and while it is still more than a month off, the way 
Perry and Cuellar are going it is not inconceivable 
they both could have their streaks still intact. 
“As far as winning 16 in a row, I’m not even thinking 
about that right now,” said Perry after stopping the 
White Sox on five hits, including Jorge Orta’s two-run 
homer, for his eighth straight complete game and his 
12th compete game effort in 15 starts this season. 


Perry, who has not lost since opening day, retired 16 
batters in a row before Pat Kelly singled with two out 
in the eighth and Orta followed with his homer to give 
Chicago a 3-2 lead. The Indians came back with an 
unearned run in the bottom of the eighth and won it in 
the ninth when Jack Brohamer singled home Frank 
Duffy. 
Cuellar, like Perry, also tossed a five-hitter in 
beating the Twins to run his record to 9-3 as Bobby 
Grich supplied the only run of the game with his 
eighth homer in the sixth inning. 
Tigers 6 Rangers 4 
A1 Kaline’s two-run homer in the 10th gave Detroit 
its victory over Texas. The Tigers held a 4-0 lead as 
starter Woodie Fryman carried a five-hit shutout into 
the bottom of the ninth, but a three-run home run by 
Jim Fregosi led to his departure. Reliever John Hiller 
was then tagged for a solo homer by Lenny Randle. 
Bill Freehan homered for Detroit off Ferguson 
Jenkins, who went the distance only to lose his eighth 
game in 15 decisions and fail to win for the sixth time 
in a row. 
Yankees 5 Angels 1 
Lou Piniella’s two-run homer in the seventh and 
Fred Stanley’s two-run single in the eighth enabled 
New York to beat California and hand the Angels their 
11th loss in the last 14 games. Reliever Mike Wallace 
pitched three innings to get the win. 


Girls parity 
in sports 
must wait; 
says HEW 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Coeds 
hoping 
for 
equal 
shower 
and 
bathroom equipment, better college 
athletic facilities and other equal 
rights with college men will have to 
wait at least until after this year’s 
football season, according to an 
administration 
statement 
issued 
today. 
The 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare said it will 
put off government requirements 
for 
improving 
college 
athletic 
facilities for women until after the 
fall 
football 
season. 
HEW also 
announced it would not enforce a 
1972 law barring sex discrimination 
in schools and colleges until next 
year. 
Furthermore, 
the 
department 
said in an 80-page proposal on what 
schools and colleges would have to 
do to remain eligible for such 
federal aid, when the regulations do 
take effect some time next year, 
there 
will 
be 
no 
position 
on 
discrimination 
in 
textbooks and 
other classroom materials. 
“The department recognizes that 
sex stereotyping in curricular and 
educational materials is a serious 
problem ... but the department has 
concluded that specific regulatory 
provisions in this area would have 
constitutional problems concerning 
the right of free speech under the 
First Amendment to the Consti­ 
tution ...,” HEW said. 
The Education Amendments of 
1972 contained a provision that “ no 
person in the United States shall on 
the basis of sex, be excluded from 
participation 
in, 
be denied the 
benefits of, or be subjected to 
discrimination under any education 
program 
or 
activity 
receiving 
federal financial assistance.” 
Specifically, 
HEW’s 
proposal 
would include requirements that: 
—From preschool to graduate 
school no courses may be offered 
separately for males or females 
including sex education, physical 
education, home economics and 
industrial arts. 
—In college 
athletics, 
women 
must have equal opportunities to 
participate but spending for women 
would not be required to equal the 
amounts on men. 


—Separate toilets, locker rooms 
and showers could be provided by 
sex but would have to be equal in 
quality and number.

The salmon around Port San Luis are a little more 
scattered than in the past couple weeks, but the fishing is 
still good. 
The take from Harbor Associates from June 8 to 13 was 
870 fish, divided among 230 boats. 
Hig kings up to 35 pounds are showing up, with silvers 
making up the rest of the catch 
In spite of the unprecedented salmon run, 
several fishermen are still going out rock 
fishing, 
with 
good 
luck 
San 
Luis 
Sportsfishing is still sending out a bottom 
fishing boat almost every day, as well as a 
daily salmon boat. Reservations are a 
must. 
Harbor Associates report that their new 
skiffs are in great demand, and they’re 
tough to get without a reservation The 
boats are new, wide-beamed and roomy enough for three 
salmon trolling fishermen, or four rock fishermen Also, 
the boats are painted a brilliant orange, just in case 
The party boat ‘‘A B.C.” is running up some of the best 
catches, with lots of limits and one 34-pound salmon. 
In the Ventura-Oxnard area and near the islands, bottom 
fishing is excellent, with many varieties of bass and some 
halibut So far, no surface fish have been spotted The 
salmon that were in the area, mostly silvers, have 
apparently moved up to the Avila area, judging from the 
take in those waters 


LIN E COMPARISON 
We have received some comparison information from a 
New Jersey firm as to the relative merits of monofilament 
and dacron line They conclude that an angler gains an 
advantage by using a line with as little stretch as possible. 
Monofilament line stretches more, but, according to the 
study, will break before a dacron line of the same test will. 
The monofilament stretch gives the fish more time to feel 
that the lure is a fake, and drop it. The wide cost range of 
the monofilaments had no bearing on the amount of stretch, 
the study concluded 


FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Lake Cachuma reports fishing about the same as last 
week, fair to good 
Lopez Lake finds bass beginning to sit up and take notice 
of bait, but shore fishing for trout is still very poor. Deep 
trolling, however, is really paying off. 
Bill Enders, the fishing pharmacist, has a new boat, and 
the fish are really jumping on his line. He limits out 
regularly on 12 and 14-inchers, fat ones with very pink 
meat. He gave us a pair that were enough for a dinner and a 
lunch. 
It’s a pity that the shore angling is so bad. Lopez is a 
beautiful lake, but the shore trout angler is just out of luck 
He has to settle for lots of small bait stealing blue gill and 
red ear perch, and a few sizeable crappie from the brushy 
areas. 
Margarita Lake bass fishing is picking up, with some nice 
bags. Best angling here is from a boat. There is a good 
marina with boats for rent and a tackle shop No camping 
on lake property, but there is a campground nearby. 
Nacimiento is hot as usual on white bass in almost any 
spot. Black bass are starting to hit in the shallows on 
surface plugs. Not much activity for the catfisherman. 
Trout fishing on the lower Nacimiento River in the 
evening is fair to good on planted fish. This stream has been 
dried up for some time, so few if any fish have survived 
past plantings. 


HUNTING 
The Department of Fish and Game warns all first-time 
hunters, regardless of age, to have a certificate of safety 
competence, or proof of one from another state. Without it, 
you can’t purchase a hunting license. Training classes are 
set up in most localities, with volunteer instructors. See the 
local game warden for information.

Yet 
All 
whipped 
Frazier 
in 
January, and the Frazier who left 
Quarry’s face a patchwork quilt of 
18 stitches cannot hope to find 
Foreman the deadgame, always 
willing "old” Quarry who faced him 
before 14,611 screeching fans in 
Madison Square Garden. 
From the opening bell, Frazier 
followed the path he has always 
taken —straight at his man, firing 
the lefts, and now, with a sitting 
target in front of him, following with 
ripping rights —one of the last of 
which tore open the flesh above 
Jerry's left eye so badly that it took 
15 stitches to close.

Two years 
ago, when the Days saw a jiu-jitsu 
demonstration during the Flower 
Festival, Dale dared her to take 
lessons. 
"When I first started," Phyllys 
recalled, "m y first goal was just to 
survive. When I could survive, my 
goal was to be a brown belt, then a 
black belt. Now I am aiming for 
second degree.” 
Earning a black belt was no facile 
endeavor. 
There 
were 
m any 
mornings Phyllys awoke to sore 
muscles 
after 
an 
evening 
of 
bouncing on floor m ats at the 
m artial arts building on Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. 
She worked out then, as now, 
Wednesday and Thursday nights for 
three hours and Saturday mornings 
for three hours. In addition, she 


practiced an hour each day at home 
alone, repeating, repeating counters 
and holds. 
"There were times when nothing 
worked and I got so discouraged, but 
my instructor and the people in the 
class were so encouraging I would 
get the feeling I couldn't let them 
down,” said Phyllys. 
Their encouragement may have 
helped Day during bad times, but it

Barring injuries, pitchers Gaylord Perry and Mike 
Cuellar seem certain to be team m ates on the 
American League team in next m onth’s All-Star game 
in Pittsburgh. 
Two days later, they could be locked up in one of the 
greatest pitching duels in 62 years. 
The two veterans continued their winning streaks 
Monday night, Perry pitching Cleveland past Chicago, 
4-3, for his 12th win in a row and Cuellar hurling 
Baltimore 
over 
Minnesota, 
1-0, 
for 
his 
ninth 
consecutive triumph. 
The AL record for consecutive wins in one season is 
16, shared by four pitchers, including Washington’s 
Walter Johnson and Boston’s "Smoky” Joe Wood. 
Johnson and Wood hooked up in a memorable battle on 
Sept. 6 ,1912, with the Red Sox edging the Senators, 10, 
snapping Johnson’s record streak and giving Wood his 
14th win in a row. 
Cleveland and Baltimore don’t meet again until July 
25 and while it is still more than a month off, the way 
Perry and Cuellar are going it is not inconceivable 
they both could have their streaks still intact. 
"As far as winning 16 in a row, I'm not even thinking 
about that right now,” said Репу after stopping the 
White Sox on five hits, including Jorge Orta’s two-run 
homer, for his eighth straight complete game and his 
12th compete game effort in 15 starts this season.

wait at least until after this year’s 
football season, according to an 
administration 
statem ent 
issued 
today. 
The 
D epartm ent 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare said it will 
put off government requirements 
for 
improving 
college 
athletic 
facilities for women until after the 
fall 
football season. 
HEW also 
announced it would not enforce a 
1972 law barring sex discrimination 
in schools and colleges until next 
year. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
department 
said in an 80-page proposal on what 
schools and colleges would have to 
do to remain eligible for such 
federal aid, when the regulations do 
take effect some time next year, 
there 
will 
be 
no 
position 
on 
discrimination 
in 
textbooks and 
other classroom m aterials. 
"The department recognizes that 
sex stereotyping in curricular and 
educational m aterials is a serious 
problem ... but the department has 
concluded that specific regulatory 
provisions in this area would have 
constitutional problems concerning 
the right of free speech under the 
First Amendment to the Consti­ 
tution ...,” HEW said. 
The Education Amendments of 
1972 contained a provision that "no 
person in the United States shall on 
the basis of sex, be excluded from 
participation 
in, 
be denied 
the 
benefits of, or be subjected to 
discrimination under any education 
program 
or 
activity 
receiving 
federal financial assistance.” 
Specifically, 
HEW’s 
proposal 
would include requirements that . 
—From preschool to graduate 
school no courses may be offered 
separately for males or females 
including sex education, physical 
education, 
home economics and 
industrial arts. 
—In college athletics, 
women 
must have equal opportunities to 
participate but spending for women 
would not be required to equal the 
amounts on men. 


—Separate toilets, locker rooms 
and showers could be provided by 
sex but would have to be equal in 
quality and number.

Rock fishing; 
bass at Lopez

The salmon around Port San Luis are a little more 
scattered than in the past couple weeks, but the fishing is 
still good. 
The take from Harbor Associates from June 8 to 13 was 
870 fish, divided among 230 boats. 
Big kings up to 35 pounds are showing up, with silvers 
making up the rest of the catch 
In spite of the unprecedented salmon run, 
several fishermen are still going out rock 
fishing, 
with 
good 
luck 
San 
Luis 
Sportsfishing is still sending out a bottom 
fishing boat almost every day, as well as a 
daily salmon boat. Reservations are a 
must. 
Harbor Associates report that their new 
skiffs are in great demand, and they’re 
tough to get without a reservation The 
boats are new, wide-beamed and roomy enough for three 
salmon-trolling fishermen, or four rock fishermen. Also, 
the boats are painted a brilliant orange, just in case. 
The party boat “A B.C.” is running up some of the best 
catches, with lots of limits and one 34-pound salmon. 
In the Ventura-Oxnard area and near the islands, bottom 
fishing is excellent, with many varieties of bass and some 
halibut So far, no surface fish have been spotted. The 
salmon that were in the area, mostly silvers, have 
apparently moved up to the Avila area, judging from the 
take in those waters. 


LINE COMPARISON 
We have received some comparison information from a 
New Jersey firm as to the relative merits of monofilament 
and dacron line They conclude that an angler gains an 
advantage by using a line with as little stretch as possible. 
Monofilament line stretches more, but, according to the 
study, will break before a dacron line of the same test will. 
The monofilament stretch gives the fish more time to feel 
that the lure is a fake, and drop it. The wide cost range of 
the monofilaments had no bearing on the amount of stretch, 
the study concluded. 


F R E SH W A T E R FISH IN G 
Lake Cachuma reports fishing about the same as last 
week, fair to good 
Lopez Lake finds bass beginning to sit up and take notice 
of bait, but shore fishing for trout is still very poor. Deep 
trolling, however, is really paying off. 
Bill Enders, the fishing pharmacist, has a new boat, and 
the fish are really jumping on his line. He limits out 
regularly on 12 and 14-inchers, fat ones with very pink 
meat. He gave us a pair that were enough for a dinner and a 
lunch. 
It’s a pity that the shore angling is so bad. Lopez is a 
beautiful lake, but the shore trout angler is just out of luck. 
He has to settle for lots of small bait stealing blue gill and 
red ear perch, and a few sizeable crappie from the brushy 
areas. 
Margarita Lake bass fishing is picking up, with some nice 
bags. Best angling here is from a boat. There is a good 
marina with boats for rent and a tackle shop No camping 
on lake property, but there is a campground nearby. 
Nacimiento is hot as usual on white bass in almost any 
spot. Black bass are starting to hit in the shallows on 
surface plugs. Not much activity for the catfisherman. 
Trout fishing on the lower Nacimiento River in the 
evening is fair to good on planted fish. This stream has been 
dried up for some time, so few if any fish have survived 
past plantings. 


HUNTING 
The Department of Fish and Game warns all first-time 
hunters, regardless of age, to have a certificate of safety 
competence, or proof of one from another state. Without it, 
you can’t purchase a hunting license. Training classes are 
set up in most localities, with volunteer instructors. See the 
local game warden for information.

Kissinger in the dock 


WASHINGTON -Throwing out 
the baby with the bath water is 
likely to be the end result of the 
expanded 
warfare 
directed 
at 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger. The baby in this instance 
is the Nixon foreign policy opening 
the way to at least the chance for a 
peaceful world and an abatement of 
the nuclear arms race. 


The squalid bath 
water of Watergate 
may finally drown 
everything good and 
bad. If that hap­ 
pens, the loss may 
be irreparable and 
the opening to a 
peaceful 
under­ 
standing 
between 
east 
and 
w est 
closed for a long 
time to come. 


Returning from the Middle East 
hailed as Super-K and a miracle 
worker, Kissinger faced a press 
conference bent on establishing his 
guilt 
in 
the 
wiretaps 
of 
his 
coworkers in the National Security 
Council and certain newspapermen. 


The 
persistent 
question 
was 
whether he had proposed those 
wiretaps or whether he had merely 
supplied a list of names of those who 
had 
had 
access 
to 
secret 
information. 
The 
question 
was 
never satisfactorily answered as 
reporters 
playing 
Mr. 
District 
Amorney bore in. 


To 
this 
observer 
Kissinger’s 
position in the early years of the 
Nixon administration when he was 
in the White House as adviser on 
national 
security 
affairs seems 
clear. He was trying to survive in a 
nest of vipers. The German mafia 
had no love for the brilliant Jewish 
professor 
who had 
achieved 
a 
position of such influence in the vital 
area of foreign policy. 


In the long view of history it may 
be determined that he sacrificed 
discretion for personal power. But 
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for those of us living in the 
precarious moment, the verdict of 
history is at the end of a long dark 
and perhaps impassable tunnel. 
If the nuclear arms race between 
the two superpowers goes on and 
still other nations get the potential 
of the weapon of annihilation, there 
may be no history. 
The assumption of some reporter - 
commentators who direct their fire 
at Kissinger is that diplomacy 
should be treated like the police 
beat. You score if you get the bad 
guys and you better believe there 
aren’t any good guys. 
Above all, no secrecy with the 
diplomat, the secretary of state, 
exposed to the fierce light of the 
police lineup. This is a dangerous 
distortion of the reporter’s function. 
Any 
protracted 
and 
difficult 
negotiation, such as that in the 
Middle East, has elements which 
cannot 
in 
the 
first 
stages 
be 
disclosed. Those elements, which 
one must assume do not violate the 
national interest, are an essential 
part of the diplomat’s trade. 
In the Middle East negotiation 
President Hassef Assad of Syria 
could privately tell Kissinger that 
he would do everything possible to 
prevent Palestinian terrorists from 
infiltrating into Israel. But he could 
not put this in writing nor could he 
advertise

Never too late 


So far the only part that hasn’t 
materialized is the blue roof and 
that, according to Les and Mrs. 
Senior, is coming. They assured me 
of this recently during an interview 
on their worm business for a story 
that appeared in the Record last 
week. 
I thought something was amiss 
even before we met because of the 
wooden sign that hangs out in front 
of their property on Artesia Road, 
west of Lompoc. It reads in blue 
lettering with a white background: 
“ The Senior’s Blue Roofed Worm 
Farm .” 
But, as I drove up the dirt road to 
the farm buildings, I observed no 
blue roofs. 
Les, a big, gentle man, greeted 
me at the barn door. We talked 
briefly 
and 
I 
mentioned 
the 
discrepancy between the sign out 
front and the true hue of the roofs 
here. 
“ It’s coming. It just hasn’t got 
here yet,” he said and promptly 
suggested we go inside. 
Mrs. Senior and some friends 
from the Bay Area 
were busy 
around a worm bed. They were 
fishing for worms. 
Someone would drop a mound of 
culture on a board under a light. The 
brightness drove the light-sensitive 
worms down and one had only 
brush away the soil to find a slimy 


knot of worms on the bottom. 
So, they don’t have to peck around 
in the culture, worm by worm 
Mr. and Mrs. Senior gave me a 
tour of their operation: 50 beds of 
red hybrid worms which covers 
much of the bam floor. Rabbit cages 
are built over some beds. 
“ Everything on the farm feeds 
something else. Our rabbits feed our 
worms. 
Our 
farm 
is 
a 
real 
ecological farm,” Mrs. Senior noted 
proudly. 


We moved back out toward the 
front of the barn and Les explained 
about worm’s high reproduction 
rate, the retail demand for fishing 
worms, the value of worm castings; 
but I also wanted to know about the 
mysterious blue roof. 
The place, after all, was named 
“ The Blue Roofed Worm Farm,” 
“ That’s your story,” Les said, 
turning to his wife. 


She began, “ We re still working 
on the roof.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Senior lived most of 
their past married life in the city of 
no background, smoggy L A. Two 
years ago they spent their 25th 
wedding 
anniversary 
at 
the 
Miramar Hotel — under a blue roof 
— 
and 
d e c i d e d 
to 
put 
themselves through some changes 
by moving out of L.A. and starting a 
different lifestyle.

Today, Mr. and Mrs. Senior are 
steeped in the hard work and joy of 
running a farm with five pigs, 25 
hens, eight roosters, two ducks, 12 
turkeys, two horses, and a multitude 
of worms. (And dealing with a 
chicken-hungry weasel and an egg- * 
eating skunk.) 
Les said the blue roof goes on just 
as soon as he can find blue roof paint 
and shingles to buy. 
I hope he does and I hope his sons 
and daughters see the never-too- 
late -to-change moral in this story.
